The above fig- 
ures represent the governments scare ot 
the profits in this bueinosB whioh fills 
our jails, prisons and poor houses with 
criminals and paupers. Now your read- 
ers will notioe tuat this ureat increase ia 
the use of malt liquors has not lessened 
the use of spirituous liquors, as the 
figurea show, i'be increase in onr pop- 
ulation from 1860 to 1870 was 22.6 per 
cent, while tbe increase in the consump- 
tion of liquors was 44.55 per cent, juut 
double. From 1870 to 1880 onr popula- 
tion increased 32 per cent while the liq- 
uor consumed was 73 per cent, 


The amount ot distilled liquors con- 


sumed in 1876 was 59,000,000 gallons and 
in 188J it was 78,UOU,000 gallons. The 
amount of malt liquors for 187G 
was 308,- 


000,000 gallons, while in 188-i it was 551 
million gallons. So we -will see that 
whisky. drinking has outstripped the 
growth of population two to ont-, and beet 
fimr to one, and to-day our nation's 
drink bill amount* ta about $900,000,000 
a year. 
I am no alarmist, but want to ask in all 


candor, how long it will take ns, at this 
rate ot increase, to assume the title, "a 
nation of drunkards." It wili be seen 
that all of this oare for the saloon inter- 
est during the paat twenty-four years baa 
beeu under republican rule, it might not 
have been less under democratic, but 
eball we say that this curse and blight 
cannot be removed.

slavery, though tho nation was bathed 
in biood. This is a case umvcr<i<l, which 
is not sectional, but north and south 
share alike under the blasting influence 
ot rum power, whioh degrades men and 
corrupts legislature. It can be removed 
by public opinion, enforced by the bal- 
lot. .But it cannot, aa all history shows, 
by compromise with evil or licensing a 
business which never was, or never can 
bo anything but destructive to human 
uooitty. II no existing party cr power ib 
sufficient to the task, that power will be 
invoked and thj spirit ot this nation will 
say we must have a sober monhood, and 
tha or nk curse under our system o' 
license must go.
